STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in town 
affairs :— 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town 
of Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 9.00 o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely: 

Article 1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. 

Art. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers, agents and committees for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, 
Auditors, Agents and Committees heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the payment of the town debt and defraying the 
interest thereon for the year ensuing, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 5. To raise and appropriote such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the payment of town charges. 

Art. 6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor, for cemeteries, parks, 
commons and water works, and to improve the same, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to ask for state aid for the 
purpose of making permanent improvements on the highways, raise 
and appropriate the necessary amount of money therefor, and -pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

~ Art. 8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be deemed necessary for the laying out of highways and building 
and repairing the same, and for building and repairing sia and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 9. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of macadamizing the streets of the 
town, and pass any vote relating thereto, 
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Art. 10. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of building and repairing sidewalks 
in Newport village, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. ‘lo see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to purchase in the name of the town a tract of land situated on 
the east line of the railroad and now owned by Heman A. Robinson, 
for the purpose of obtaining gravel for the highways, appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to purchase a traction 
engine or other machinery for making or repairing highways, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

Art. 13. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of lighting the streets of Newport 
village and elsewhere about town, for installing new lights in town, 
and the maintenance of the same, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to place lights on the 
present light line in number sufficient to light the highway from 
Newport village to Guild, appropriate money for the same, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of one hundred dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial day ex- 
ercises and pay the same to the quartermaster of Fred. Smyth Post, 
No. 10, Department of New Hampshire, G. A. R., and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Art. 16. To see what sumsof money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the new playground, and pass any vote thereto. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to rebuild the whole or 
any part of the sidewalk on Sunapee street from the new sidewalk 
to the McElwain Company shce factory to Main street, appropri- 
ate or raise and appropriate money for the same, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to build a new sidewalk on 
Sunapee street from the electric light station to Canal street, ap- 
propriate or raise and appropriate money for the same, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Water 
Commissioners to replace the water pipe from the corner of Grove 
and Cheney streets to the residence of George A. Gove, with one 
of larger capacity, with a hydrant connected therewith, appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to have the houses of 
the village properly numbered, appropriate money therefor, and 
pase any vote relating thereto, 
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Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four hundred dollars, for the purchase of a new piano 
for the town hall, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
three hundred and fifty dollars for the support of the Newport Cadet 
Band to be paid at the discretion of the Selectmen to William W. 
Safford, Treasurer of the band, providing the band gives a series of 
open air concerts during the summer months, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will voteto appropriate the sum of 
one hundred dollars for the support of the North Newport Band, to 
be paid at the discretion of the Selectmen, to I. F. Richmond, 
Treasurer, providing’ the band gives a series of open air concerts 
during the summer months, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Cemetery 
Commissioners to build a wall at Maple Street Cemetery and make 
such other improvements as may be suggested by the Commission- 
ers, provided the money in the hands of the Daughters of the Rev- 
olution will be donated toward such improvements, and raise and 
appropriate money therefor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to cut the center row of 
pine trees in the North Newport Cemetery, or pass any vote relat- _ 
ing thereto. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize and instruct the 
Board of Selectmen to procure the services of some person to act 
as General Superintendent over all the prudential affairs of the 
town, appropriate, or raise and appropriate money therefor, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 27. Toseeif the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint a police force for service in Newport village, and designate 
the hours of service, and pay for the same, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 28. To see what action the town will take relative to es- 
tablishing the license fees for the sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
town of Newport in accordance with Section 32, of the act entitled 
‘*An act to regulate the traffic in intoxicating liquors,’’ passed by 
the general court and approved March 27, 1903, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the town in 
anticipation of taxes, fix the amount, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to authorize any discount 
and if so how much on taxes paid before certain dates, and pass 
any vote relating thereto, 
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Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to have the inventory of the town as taken this present year for the 
purpose of taxation published in pamphlet form, appropriate money 
for the same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 82. To see if the town will vote to adopt measures to pre- 
vent any part of Sugar river or the banks thereof being used as a 
public dumping ground, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 33. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 


SOLDIERS’ MEMORIAL 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newport:— 

At the annual town meeting, March 14, 1911, the foilowing 
vote was passed: 

‘‘Voted, that permission is hereby given for the placing of a 
Soldiers’ Monument upon the town common. That a committee of 
three or more members be appointed to co-operate with Fred. 
Smyth Relief Corps, No. 7, in procuring and erecting the same, 
and that the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) be appropriated 
by the town for that purpose, to be drawn from the town treasury 
as needed upon the orders of the Selectmen, that the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer are authorized hereby to borrow money and 
issue the notes of the town, bearing interest at the rate of three 
and one-half per cent. (84%) per annum, exempt from taxation to. 
the inhabitants of Newport. The amount of said notes not to ex- 
ceed the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000). That the committee 
be empowered to select such form of memorial as may be agreed 
upon by the committee.’’ 

A committee consisting of Arthur C. Bradley, Olin H. Chase 
and George A. Dorr was chosen to carry out the provisions of the 
above vote. 

Fred. Smyth Relief Corps, No. 7, create: a committee consist- 
ing of Mrs. George W. Tilton, Mrs. Harriet C. Comstock and Mrs. 
John W. Johnson, to represent that organization in the delibera- 
tions of the joint committee. 

As no specific directions were given by the town with respect 
to the form and location of the memorial, the committee first went 
about the task of determining public sentiment so far as possible, 
and a full discussion and expression of opinion was invited through 
the press and otherwise. 

The members of Fred. Smyth Post, No. 10, G. A. R., were in- 
vited to meet with the committee for an informal discussion, and 
about 20 of the veterans responded to the invitation, 
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Many excellent suggestions were made by individual citizens, 
but it soon became apparent that no selection could be made which 
would meet with unanimous approval. The final action of the 
committee was what it believed was favored by the largest 
number. 

The work of the committee was temporarily halted and seri- 
ously interfered with permanently by the death of its chairman, 
Arthur C. Bradley, who died Nov. 2, 1911. 

Mr. Bradley gave much time and thought to the work of the 
committee, besides bearing the expense of obtaining technical in- 
formation from competent authority in regard to several of the 
forms of memorial suggested. His services were characterized by 
his peculiar devotion to the public good in the performance of pub- 
lic service. 

On consulting counsel, it was found that neither the Selectmen 
nor the remaining members of the committee had power to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Chase was chosen chairman by the joint committee, 
and the work was continued. 

Dec. 1, 1911, a contract was made with Hulihan Brothers, pro- 
prietors of the Central Marble and Granite Company of Center 
Rutland, Vt., for the purchase of a Barre granite monument, to be 
made in accordance with plans and specifications agreed upon, 
and erected near the center of the common, during the month of 
May, 1912, at a price of five thousand five hundred dollars ($5,500.) 
The conditions of the above contract were carried out in full by 
both parties. 

Fred. Smyth Relief Corps, No. 7,contributed fivehundred dol- 
lars ($500) and the town five thousand dollars ($5,000) to the joint 
fund with which the monument was paid for. 

No funds were handled by the committee. The money is ac- 

counted for in the reports of the Selectmen and Town Treasurer.

DEDICATION 


At the annual town meeting March 12, 1912, the same commit- 
tee was authorized and instructed to act in co-operation with a com- 
mittee from Fred. Smyth Relief Corps, No. 7, for the purpose of 
arranging and carrying out proper ceremonies for the dedication of 
the monument, and the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) was 
raised and appropriated for that purpose. 
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The committee was also authorized to appoint someone to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Bradley. Rotheus EK. Bart- 
lett was subsequently appointed to fill the vacancy. 

Memorial day was selected as the time for the dedication, and 
after conferring with the officers of Fred. Smyth Post, No. 10, G. 
A. R., it was decided to hold the dedicatory ceremonies in conjune- 
tion with the customary Memorial day exercises, and to that end 
financial assistance was given by the post from the fund appropri- 
ated by the town for the purpose of defraying the expenses of 
Memorial day, as will be seen from the financial statement below. 
Also the expense of grading and turfing around the monument was 
met out of the joint fund thus created.

REPORT OF 
Cemetery Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Newport: 

The total number of burials in town during the past year has 
been seventy-one, of which there were three in the North Newport 
Extension, twenty-two in the Pine Grove Cemetery and the balance 
in the old cemeteries. 

During the past year seventeen lots have been sold at the Pine 
Grove Cemetery from which $331.00 was realized, and at the North 
Newport Extension five lots from which $75.00 was realized. 

The permanent care fund for the Pine Grove Cemetery now 
amounts to $659.15, and for the North Newport Extension $202.97. 

The income from the above funds can only be used for the care 
of the cemetery from which the fund originated. 

There is an unexpended balance on hand at the close of the 
year of $633.98 aside from the permanent care fund above referred 
to. Itis estimated by the Commissioners that of the above balance 
of $638,98, $337.84 is the unexpended balance of the Pine Grove 
Improvement Fund, and $75.50 is the unexpended balance of the 
North Newport Extension Improvement Fund, and $220.64 a bal- 
ance available for expenditure for burials and general care. 

In the cemetery at North Newport there are a number of large 
pine trees extending nearly across the entire width of the ceme- 
tery. Under and near these trees it is impossible to maintain any 
turf,and there is constant danger that serious damage will be done 
the tablets and monuments by the falling of large branches or an 
entire tree. 

The lumber in these trees would probably about pay for their 
careful removal. The Commissioners believe these trees should be 
removed, but desire to follow the wishes of the town and ask for 
instructions. 

The approaches to the Maple Street Cemetery both from. Maple 
street and Church street have long been a subject of unfavorable 
comment, and it is believed that a suitable wall should be con- 
structed along the entire Maple street end, and that a similar wall 
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should be built a proper distance north and south from the entrance 
on Church street. 

It is understood that the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion have for years been accumulating a fund for the express pur- 
pose of improving the Maple Street Cemetery, and it is intimated 
that they would be glad to aid in the way suggested. It is there- 
fore recommended that the town appropriate $600.00 to be used for 
the above purpose, provided an equal amount be contributed from 
other sources. 

We respectfully recommend that $500.00 be appropriated for 
the cost of burials and general care of the cemeteries.

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STREET EXTENSIONS AND HOUSE CONNECTIONS 


CHURCH STREET 


In 1899 a 1} inch cement lined pipe was laid on this street. It 
was of sufficient size to supply water to all houses then built and 
any prospective structures. During the past two years, however, 
nine new houses have been erected on and near that line, with more 
in view, for which water was needed. Four of these were supplied 
in 1911 from the 1} inch pipe. Under these conditions it seemed ad- 
visable to lay a 6 inch cast iron pipe from Laurel street eastward to 
supply houses built in 1912, and others to be erected. In accord- 
ance with this plan there has been laid 494 feet of 6 inch cast iron 
pipe, with a gate near Laurel street and a hydrant at the east end. 
From the last named point 211 feet of 14 inch cement lined pipe has 
been laid toward Maple Street Cemetery; also 170 feet of 1; inch 
cement lined pipe has been laid south from the hydrant on a street 
laid out by the Selectmen in 1912; also 82 feet of same size pipe 
westward from the terminus of last named pipe on street likewise 
laid out in 1912. Se:vize pipe connection required 192 ft. 1 inch pipe. 
The net cost of these extensions, after deducting cash received from 
those parties who have had service pipe put in, was $582.91. The 
present water rental exceeds 8 % on the cost. 


SYNDICATE STREET 


Extending west from Syndicate street, 361 feet of 1} inch 
cement lined pipe and 91 feet of l-inch service pipe, supplying 
three new cottages, has been laid at net expense to town of 
$116.92.

GILMAN POND 


In accordance with a vote of the town at the last annual meet- 
ing one parcel of land has been bought of John G. Sargent for 
seven hundred dollars ($700), he reserving all standing wood and 
timber and having two years from date of deed to remove the same. 
The land bought is along the west and south shore of the pond and 
varies in width from one hundred to upwards of two hundred feet. 
It extends from the east line of the so-called ‘‘Gilman Farm”’ on 
the northwest shore of the pond around to the extreme limit of 
that farm on the southeast, and includes more than half the land 
that would be damaged by raising the height of wasteway at the 
outlet of the pond. 

There has been an abundance of water during the year. It 
overflowed at the wasteway for two months last spring, and the 
pond was again full on Jan. 20 of the present winter. 

The State Board of Health has made special regulations for 
preserving the purity of the water in Gilman Pond. This action 
has the unqualified approval of the citizens of Newport.

Regulations of the State Board of Health for 
the Protection of the Purity of the 
Water of Gilman Pond, in 
the Town of Unity. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


WHEREAS, a legal petition having been presented to the State 
Board of Health, asking for the establishment of regulations to 
protect the purity of the water of Gilman Pond, from which the 
public water supply of the village of Newport is taken; and the 
matter having been carefully considered with respect to present and 
possible future conditions, the following regulations are promul- 
gated under authority given said State Board of Health in Chapter 
57, Laws of 1899: ‘‘Regulations of the State Board of Health for 
the Protection of the Purity of the Water of Gilman Pond in the 
Town of Unity.”’ 

1. No privy, pig-pen, stable, or other building or structure in 
which horses, cattle, swine, or other animals or fowls are kept, 
shall be built, or maintained within two hundred feet of Gilman 
Pond (meaning high water mark), or within two hundred feet of 
any inlet thereto, except in such cases as may be permitted, up- 
on the approval of the State Board of Health, 
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2. No sink water, urine or water that has been used for wash- 
ing or cleansing either materials, person, or food, shall be allowed 
to run into said pond, or into any inlet thereof, or into any excava, 
tion or cesspool in the ground, or on the surface of any ground, 
within two hundred feet of said pond (meaning high water mark). 
or of any inlet, except by consent, and under such regulations and 
conditions as may be approved by the State Board of Health. 

38. No dead animal, or fish, or parts thereof, or food, or any 
article perishable or decayable, and no dung, either human or ani- 
mal, kitchen waste, swill or garbage shall be thrown into or depos- 
ited in said pond, or left or permitted to remain within two hundred 
feet thereof (meaning high water mark), or into any inlet of said 
pond, or within two hundred feet of such inlet. 

4, No person shall bathe or swim in said pond. 

5. No matter, waste, or materials such as are described in sec- 
tions 2 and 8, shall be thrown, deposited, or allowed te remain upon 
the ice of the waters of said pond, or upon that of any inlet thereof. 

6. No cattle horses, or other animal used either for teaming, 
riding or speeding shall be driven, ridden or speded upon the ice of 
said pond, except by permission of, and under such regulations as 
may be approved by the State Board of Health. * 

7. Itis the duty of the local Board of Health to enforce these 
regulations, and for the violation of any regulation established by 
the State Board of Health adequate punishment is provided by law. 

I hereby certify that the foregoing rules and regulations were 
adopted at a meeting of the State of Board of Health held in Con- 
cord, this twenty-eighth day of May, 1912.

SEWER CONSTRUCTION 


At the last annual meeting the town voted to raise and appro- 
priate $500 for the purpose of extending the Winter Street sewer 
from Beech street to Summer street; also $200 for the construction 
of a sewer on Myrtle street, and $250 for extending the sewer from 
North Main street to connect with Oak street sewer. 

In accordance with that vote there has been laid on Winter 
street, 740 feet of 6-inch Akron pipe at an expense of $325.93. On 
Myrtle street connecting with Union Court sewer, 326 feet of 6- 
inch Akron pipe has been laid at an expense of $117,42. From 
North Main street, 350 feet of 6-inch Akron pipe has been laid con- 
necting with the Oak Street sewer at an expense of $115.10. Also 
in order to’ connect with one house built and another begun, 
Church street sewer has been extended east 142 feet at an expense 
of $44.86. Onanew street, south of and running parallel with 
Church street, by authority of the Board of Selectmen, there was 
laid, late in the season, 480 feet of 6-inch Akron pipe at an expense 
of $133.92 The entrance fees on this street amounted to $75. No 
flush tank has as yet been construced on’ either line of sewer pipe 
laid during the past three years. It may be desirable to build two 
or three during the coming season. 


HOUSE CONNECTIONS 


Sewer connections have been made during the year to twenty- 
six houses, furnishing accommodations for thirty-seven tenements.

The attention of every person who makes use of fixtures con- 
nected with the sewer system, is called to Section 8, Article 2, of 
‘‘Rules Regulating Plumbing and Drainage of Buildings,’’ adopted 
by the town.

To throw or deposit, or cause to be thrown or de- 
posited in any vessel or receptacle connected with the public sewer, 
any garbage, vegetable parings, ashes, cinders, rags, or any other 
matter or thing whatsoever, except feces, urine, the necessary 
water closet paper, and liquid house slops, will be considered a 
misdemeanor, and any person or persons guilty thereof, shall pay a 
fine of not less than one dollar ($1.00) or more than twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each and every offence. 


A cheerful compliance with the requirements indicated in this 
section, will lessen the plumber’s bills, and will aid in the success- 
ful operation of the system.

REPORT OF 
~ BOARD OF HEALTH 


? 
To the Selectmen: 

The Board of Health finds the town at this time in a good san- 
itary condition. . 

Last spring there were a number of sporadic cases of diph- 
theria, which were carefully investigated as to causes, but the 
Board could not find any specific cause for the outbreak. 

The cases were strictly quarantined and help furnished to those 
who needed it. 

There was a general outbreak of measles among the children 
of the whole town. The Board took all the precautions in its 
power to keep the disease from spreading by posting the houses 
and advising the parents to keep their children segregated during 
the contagious period of the sickness. 

The school and public buildings were examined as to their san- 
itary condition and were found in good condition except one condi- 
tion in the basement of one building. At the direction of the 
Board, the situation was corrected and kept in proper condition. 

The Board investigated the ventilating system in the lower 
or grammar school, and found that if given the closest attention, 
it was all right, but at times the air was liable to become slightly 
vitiated, and was not renewed in sufficient quantities to keep it in 
the best condition. The weather conditions prevailing at the time 
appeared to affect the system to a considerable extent. The Board 
recommended that an electric fan be located at the entrance of the 
ventilating system to assist at times in renewing the air when 
there was not sufficient draught from outside to do the work. 

The Board has investigated and corrected sanitary conditions 
in several localities about town.

To the Honorable School Board: 

The aim of public education has been variously stated at vari- 
ous times. That this aim has changed greatly within recent years 
will be admitted by all. And even now the aims are often as many 
and as diverse as the men who state them. There seems, however, 
to be a gradual settling down toward a belief that social efficiency 
should be the ultimate outcome of the educative process. A man 
is socially efficient when he is competent to serve in the best way 
the best interests of the community in which he lives. How nearly 
we approach the realization of this aim it is difficult to say, because 
of the absence of an educational yardstick. 

In a manufacturing plant there is little or no difficulty in meas- 
uring the output, both as to quantity and quality. And by compar- 
ing the value of the ontput with the cost of production, the efficiency 
of the plant may be determined. But in an educational institution, 
this cannot be done. Who can say that this boy is worth so much 
in intellectual attainment, so much in well directed initiative, so 
much in moral stamina? These are qualities which cannot at pres- 
ent be measured. We state the power of an electric lamp in watts; 
we may measure heat by calories; but how can we measure good- 
ness, or thought power, or imagination? 

There are, however, some tests which may be applied to deter- 
mine the efficiency of a school system. One of these, and I believe 
the most reliable one, may be made by answering the question, 
‘‘How much money do we wisely spend?’’ Notice that I say wisely 
spend. If of two towns, of comparatively the same school popu- 
lation one wisely spends twice as much as the other for school 
purposes, it is quite reasonable to infer that the efficiency of the 
one is much greater than that of the other. Yet after all, the main 
question of economy is not ‘‘How much are we spending?’’ but 
‘‘what are we getting for what we dospend?’’ There are two main 
directions in which money for school purposes may be wisely spent: 
first, that which secures efficient teaching; and second, that which 


provides adequate equipment. To improve the system in these two 
’ 
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particulars especially has been the chief purpose of my work dur- 
ing the three years I have been in Newport. 

In my discussions with the teachers I have kept before them 
always as the essential thing in teaching, that we must teach ideas, 
not merely words. When teachers or children talk about or work 
with cubic feet or angles or longitude we must be sure that these 
terms carry definite content. There is little use in teaching how 
the Constitution of the United States was framed and adopted un- 
less the children have a definite idea of what a constitutionis. Ex- 
actness of statement, and back of that exactness of thought often 
depend upon just this. Without clear ideas no one can produce 
clear cut thought or expression. Guidance into habits of thinking 
exactly, expressing exactly and executing exactly, is among the 
most important of our teaching duties. Wherever possible, espec- 
ially in lower grades, we are using concrete things to serve as 
foundation for abstract ideas. The child who has a clear mental 
picture of the quart or the yard, who makes change in actual buy- 
‘ ing and selling, who studies land forms by the aid of the sand table, 
is in little danger of trying to work with unknown quantities in 
these directions. We have been long familiar with the child who 
“‘knows but can’t tell.’’ Weare now guarding against producing 
children who can tell, but don’t know. We want them to know 
and to be able cto tell. 

During the past year we have worked out and put into partial 
operation in the schools a plan for teaching spelling which we be- 
lieve to be a help along the lines of definiteness and exactness of 
thought and expression. Learning to spell is too often merely a 
series of disconnected efforts to master single and unorganized dif- 
ficulties. The plan we are using, by closely organized and related 
dictation and word building lessons, classifies difficulties, and pro- 
vides a maximum of practice with a minimum of effort. The sys- 
tem develops in children the ability to take in, hold, and reproduce 
entirely new composition. It puts a premium upon exactness of 
thinking, of retaining, of execution. It teaches sentence formation 
and punctuation, and, more than all, it does not train a child merely 
to reproduce these things as he has studied them, but it trains him 
to judge on each occasion how he shall apply the knowledge he has 
previously gained. 

In this direction and along other lines we believe we are making 
general progress. There always will be, however, much ahead to 
be striven for. As we approach our aim, it necessarily widens and 
recedes, like the horizon. In this way we create new desires and 
ideals, and these in themselves become higher aims. 

There are certain lines along which we should move. We be- 
lieve in the educational value of play as well as work. We believe 
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that periods before sessions and recesses, can be made to contrib- 
ute largely to the health and happiness of children. To this end I 
expect to be able to place upon the grounds of the primary building 
at least, certain playground apparatus during the spring term. I 
expect to be able to do this through the generosity of a man much 
interested in the welfare of Newport, but whose name I will not 
quote at this time. Through the use of this apparatus I hope to 
make stronger muscles, redder blood, and clearer heads. 

I should like to see the high school made to serve the interests 
of the community more closely than it does at present. About one 
out of every two hundred children over the country who enter the 
first grade, goes to college. It is poor economy, and undemocratic, 
to maintain a school at public expense the work of which is pri- 
marily planned to furnish intellectual training to this privileged ‘class 
alone. WhileI do notin any way wish to disparage preparation for 
higher educational work, Ido wish to do something for the vast 
army of young people whose public education ends with the high 
school. An attempt to serve these students has already been made 
by the introduction into our high school of a course in book-keeping 
and one in mechanical drawing. I should like to extend this voca- 
tional work to include, —first, a four years commercial course, and 
second, a four years course in agriculture. The introduction of a 
thorough commercial course will mean the addition of another 
teacher to the faculty. The technical subjects in the agricultural 
course could be handled by the regular science teacher, with some 
special training along the lines of agriculture. As I have founda | 
man ready to help us with the playground movement, so I hope to 
find some citizens of means, sufficiently interested in community 
service to help us equip a commercial department by giving us the 
necessary typewriters. 

I should like to see in the grades manual training for the boys 
and sewing for the girls. The instruction in sewing I hope to be 
able to provide with practically no additional cost. 

I do not expect to realize all of these advances at once, but I 
do expect that the commnnity will be generous in providing that 
education for its children which has proven to be of unquestionable 
value elsewhere. 

There are several imperative needs which call for immediate 
expenditure. In our first grade we have about sixty children. 
These children, because of the size of the class, are divided into 
two groups, each attending school only half a day. They are there- 
fore getting only a half year’s training, and are seriously hand- 
icapped when they enter the second grade. I recommend the em- 
ployment of an assistant in this grade to make possible the accom- 
plishment of a year’s work for every child, by allowing both 
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groups to be in school during both sessions. 

A second imperative need is for seats of adequate size in the 
eighth grade room. The seats there at present are about the 
proper size for fifth grade children. It is positively harmful and 
therefore wrong to allow children of ordinary eighth grade size to 
occupy such seats. I recommend the purchase of adjustable steel 
desks, which are presumed to be indestructible. 

I recommend that steps be taken to provide medical inspection 
of school children, especially as to eyes, ears, throats and noses. 

I now come to discuss that expenditure of school funds which is. 
most vital to the efficiency of the system. I refer to teachers’ salar- 
ies. I donot believe that the town of Newport should ask any grade 
teacher to do the work which we.are now demanding for less than $15 
a week. This gives her a yearly salary of only $540. Those teach- 
ers whose homes are here can perhaps live on a little less than this, 
though that is no reason why they shonld be obliged to. In the 
securing of new teachers it is practically impossible to obtain the 
grade of teacher that we want for less than the amount stated. I 
am aware that to move forward along all the lines I have indicated 
means the expenditure of more money. But let me remind you 
once more that it is not a question of cost alone, but of cost in com- 
parison with the value of the manufactured product. Our products 
are men and women. What price is too much to pay?

REPORT OF 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of Newport: 

I herewith submit my report of the fire department of the town 
for the year ending Feb. 1, 1913: 

During the year there have been 39 alarms to which the de- 
partment has responded—26 still alarms and 13 bell alarms, two of 
which were useless. 

There has been a damage of $15,450, caused by fire and water, 
upon which there has been paid an insurance amounting to 
$10,689. 07. 

We feel that the town has been very fortunate that the loss has 
been as small, as when thenumberof fires andthe dangerous loca- 
tion of some of them are taken into consideration. The reason of 
this small loss is due to the promptness in which your company has 
responded to the alarms and of the willingness of each member to 
respond to the task which is before him. 

The department is well organized and the personnel of the com- 
pany is to be commended. The membership has not at all times 
been kept to the full number allowed, but efficiency has been the 
first qualification, when applicants have been sought to fill the 
quota and such applicants are not always at hand. 

The department is now fully located in its new quarters, which 
the citizens have so generously provided them with, and it is safe 
to say that there is no town in the state that has better quarters. 

The very nature of the business of fire fighting requires at all 
times most severe usage of equipment, therefore the wear and tear 
is the cause of considerable expense for upkeep. Our present 
equipment needs some outlay, and it is a question as to what shall 
be done in the way of repairs and replacement. 

Safety for the members of the department is the first essential 
to be considered, hence I call your attention to the condition of our 
hook and ladder truck and hose wagon, both of which have been in 
use for 27 or 28 years. 
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The hook and ladder truck is not strong enough to carry the © 
load required, or even safe to put the men on when responding to 
an alarm, providing you attempt to make any speed with your 
team. 

The hose wagon is getting more or less out of repair, and now 
requires an outlay of some few dollars in order that it may be safe © 
for future use. 

There should be 500 feet new rubber-lined hose purchased and 
also 100 feet unlined linen hose. There should also be one new 
hose reel, which could be purchased at a small cost. . 

The department now consists of 32 officers and men, one hook 
and ladder truck with ladders, one hose wagon, one steam fire en- 
gine, three hand reels, 2,600 feet rubber-lined hose in serviceable 
condition, and 300 feet of linen hose, also a chemical equipment, 
hoes, shovels, etc., to be used at forest fires, which the department 
is required to respond to under our present laws. 

I wish to thank the citizens in behalf of the department, for 
the generosity and good-will they have shown, and their hearty co-* 
operation with it in all matters pertaining to the department.
